PARIS, Nov. 13.—In the French re- 
action to President Hoover's sugges- 
tion that food ships be immune from 
interference in time of war there is 
little encouragement. In fact, no ap- 
proval of the idea is yet forthcoming 
against the flood of disapproval. 

France, a_ self-contained nation 
which feeds herself in wartime as 
well as in peacetime, sees in the pro- 
posal the political fault that it would 
paralyze the League of Nations eco- 
nomic sanctions, and the practical 
objection that in feeding an outlaw 
nation which had broken the Kellogg 
pact the other countries would be 
only enabling that nation to defy ef- 
forts to punish it. 

It is not admitted that a line could 
be drawn between feeding women 
and children and feeding an army 
which had embarked on aggression. 
In fact, the opinion most generally 
heard in the French capital is that 
the Hoover plan would encourage 
war rather than discourage it, 
cause prospective aggressors could 
make their plans in the assurance 
that they would be fed regardless of 
how much they outlawed themseives.

While the final detailed estimates 
of revenues and expenditures for

The indications are that business

Taking all factors into considera- 
tion, the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, with the approval of the Pres- 
ident, will recommend tax reduc- 
tion to the Congress. The form of 
relief to the taxpayers which the 
Treasury’s recommendations will 
probably take will be a 1 per cent 
reduction of the normal tax on the 
incomes of individuals and corpora- 
tions applicable to 1929 incomes 
_ payable in the calendar year 


That is to say, on the first $4,000 
of taxable income the rate will be 
reduced from 1%4 per cent to % per 
cent; on the second $4,000, from 3 
per cent to 2 per cent, and on the 
balance the present 5-per-cent rate 
will be reduced to 4 per cent. The 
corporation tax rate will be reduced 
from 12 per cent.to 11 per cent. 
The total reduction of taxes ta be 
collected during the calendar year

The proposal has been discussed 
with the Republican and Demo- 
cratic leaders of both houses of 
Congress, who have tentatively ap- 
proved the proposed recommenda- 


tion. 

The White House and Treasury 
have been figuring upon the possi- 
bilities of a tax reduction program 
for some. time, as a result of the ex- 
ceptionally heavy income taxes re- 
ceived from corporations and indi- 
viduals during the current fiscal 
vear, and the apparent assurance 
that taxes paid on incomes earned 
‘in the calendar year 1929 would be 
even heavier than those of a year 
ago, despite the fact that profit- 
taking in the stock market had been 
followed by a severe reaction. 


General Business Held Sound. 


From the first the government offi- 
cials have expressed the opinion that 
the recent breaks in stock market 
values would be brought to a termi- 
nation without resulting in a severe 
business recession and have main- 
tained that attitude despite the fact 


that the slump in values has con- 
tinued. 

The action of the government today 
was taken as still another means of 
assuring the nation that the govern- 
ment was satisfied that business was 
on such a firm basis that revenues 
will continue to assure a comfortable 
surplus. 

It is felt that with the pledge. of 
tax reduction made and quick action 
assured by introduction of a joint 
resolution backed by the more promi- 
nent leaders of both parties of Con- 
gress that business will be in a posi- 
tion to shape its future course with 








the knowledge that substantial re- | 


lief will be given. 

It has been estimated that a reduc- 
tion of 1 per cent in the corporation 
income tax will mean a lessening of 
the tax on corporations by approxi- 
mately $100,000,000. An additional 
reduction of approximately $60,000,- 
000 would be enjoyed by payers of 
taxes on personal incomes. 

It was said tonight that the joint 
resolution would be one of the first 
measures placed before the House in 
the regular session in December, and 
leaders there said they had no doubt 
that it would be adopted at once. It 
then will be sent to the Senate, 
where it is expected that speedy ac- 
tion will follow. In the event that 
the Senate also is prepared to take 


a vote on a tariff bill soon after re- | 


assembling in December, action on 
the tax resolution may be delayed 
until the tariff bill is sent to con- 
ference. The program calls, how- 
ever, for a vote on the tax resolution 
in the Senate before final considera- 
tion of a tariff bill as it may come 
out of conference. 


Plan Assures Quick Action. 


The procedure of using a joint reso | 


iution instead of reopening the whole 
tax question in order to modify these 
two rates is unusual, but is said not 
to be without precedent. Were the 
President merely to recommend a 


tax reduction and should Congress’ 
engage in a long discussion of a gen- | 


eral tax revision, it might well be 
Spring before final action would be 
had on any feature of the program. 
But with the leaders of both houses 
behind a joint resolution dealing with 


‘ut two points, over which no sharp | 


controversy is expected, action 
should be possible with little, if any, 
delay. 

In this manner the government will 
necomplish a reduction in the corpo- 
ration income tax quickly enough so 
that business will have no lingering 
doubts as to what conditions it wili 
face. 

That tonight’s statement was pre- 
pared with care and after fullest con- 
sideration of all elements involved 
was indicated by the conferences 
held. These started soon after 
9 o’clock this morning, when Sec- 
retary Mellon, Under-Secretary Mills 
and Governor Young of the Federal 
Reserve Board assembled at the 
White House for a discussion with 
President Hoover. 

This meeting continued for about 
forty minutes and, while the gen- 
eral conclusion was that stock mar- 
ket conditions were being discussed. 
the conferees refused to make any 
statement whatsoever or talk of the 
events at the meeting even infor- 
mally. 

Late in the afternoon the intima- 
tion was given that the White House 
conference had to do with a con- 
sideration of revenues and expendi- 
tures of the government and their 
effect upon tax-reduction plans. It 
was about 6 o’clock this evening be- 
fore it became definitely known that 
the administration would make a 
formal statement which had any 
oo to the stock market or 

axes. 


Check to Liquidation Seen. 


That such a statement of govern- 
ment confidence in the business 
structure of the country, issued at 
this time under such unusual cir- 
cumstances might well tend to check 
further liquidation in the stock mar- 
ket as well as reassure business that 
the way was paved for continued ac- 
tivity under more favorable condi- 
tions, was generally accepted here. 

There have been reports for some 
time that the administration was 
studying the revenues carefully in 
the hope that they would justify tax 
reduction, but the chance of any sub- 
stantial cut seemed to be growing 
dimmer as one large source of reve- 
nue expected in the coming year, 
taxes on profits taken in the stock 
market, was threatened by the slash 
in values on the Stock Exchange. 

The increase in taxes on rsonal 
incomes in the fiscal year 1929 topped 
those of Epa prewious fiscal year by 
about $220, 000 and a large pro- 
portion of this increase was attrib- 
uted in part by the Treasury to 
taxes on profits realized by individu- 
als on the sale of capital assets. 

On the other hand, there have been 
government experts who have 
pointed out that the taxes received 
on corporation incomes earned in 
1929 and payable in 1930 will prob- 
ably be considerably in excess of 
those earned in 1928 and payable in 
1929, as all indications have been to 
the effect that business profits have 
been greater in 1929 than in 1928. 

The surplus at the end of the fiscal 
year 1929 was $185,000,000 and it is 
now estimated that, despite the 
break in the stock market, the sur- 
plus for the fiscal year 1930, which 
ends June 30 next, will be a sub- 
stantial one.

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EXCHANGE INQUIRES 
ABOUT BEAR RAIDS 


Calls on Members to Report in 
Detail on Stocks Lent 
or Borrowed. 


WOULD PROTEST MARKET 





Similar Action Taken in. 1917 
Against Short Sales Designed 
to Lower Prices. 





In an effort to trace to its source 
whatever organized raiding of the 
market may be figuring in the cur- 
rent unsettlement, 
Stock Exchange yestérday called 
upon all of its member firms for 
statements, giving details of ail 
stock lent or borrowed. 

Although no explanation was sup- 
plied by the Exchange for its action, 
it was plain to Wall Street that the 
purpose of the inquiry was to 
identify the ‘‘big bear operators’ 
who are credited with repeated at- 
tacks on the market. Just what 
steps will be taken, once the desired 
information is in hand, were not in- 
dicated, but it is believed that the 
Exchange authorities will find 
means to discourage short selling of 
a character which would further un- 
balance the market. 

The Exchange, it was pointed out 
in brokerage circles, has a weapon 
| which may be used effectively. This 
is a blanket rule which prohibits, 
by severe penalty, any act ‘‘detri- 
mental to the interest and welfare’’ 
of the Exchange. The Exchange, it 
was said, might conceivably hola 
that the acceptance by member 
firms of orders deliberately intended 
'to depress prices would be regarded 
as a violation of this rule. 


Message Issued by Exchange. 


Following is the text of the mes- 
sege sent to member firms: 

“The committee on business con- 
duct directs all members to furnish 
the following information in regard 
to stocks listed on the New York

ilots) loaned or borrowed or on which 
ithere has been a failure to deliver:

Similar Action Taken in 1917. 


The action of the Exchange is not 
the first of the kind to be taken. 
A similar move was made in 1917, 
when the Exchange sought to halt 
professional selling designed to 
bring about declines in pivotal 


stocks. The Exchange has in mind, 
in the present inquiry, ascertaining 
to what extent such selling has been 
carried on, with the idea apparently 
of taking steps to put an end to it. 

For some time the impression has 
been general in Wall Street that or- 
ganized raids were being made on 
the market. At times when it seemed 
that rallies were about to take place 
pivotal stocks were hammered from 
quarters not easily traced. The 
method has been to strike at such 
stocks as United States Steel com- 
mon, American Telephone and Tele- 
graph, General Electric, American 
Can, Anaconda and New York Cen- 
tral. Stories of a huge ‘‘bear pool’’ 
have been denied, but it has been 
apparent that organized raiding was 
taking place. 

The Stock Exchange and other 
agencies in the financial district have 
been deluged recently with requests 
that steps be taken to end short 
selling. The Exchange is not pre- 
pared to go so far as to act on such 
requests for the reason that its tra- 
ditional policy is to maintain a ‘‘free 
and open market’’ for buyers and 
sellers. In responsible quarters, how- 
ever, the opinion is held that some 
steps properly could be taken to pre- 
| vent bear raids without interfering 
with this policy.

Scots Lose Three Men, 2 Boats

LONDON, Nov. 13.—One of the 
greatest disasters in the recent 
history of the Scottish fishing 
fleet befell a number of trawlers 
which were caught in a gale in 
the North Sea with all their nets 
out. Two of the drifters were 
sunk, with three lives lost. 

Two hundred trawlers, fishing 
from Lowestoft, on the East Ang- 
lian coast, lost 11,000 nets, and 
400 others, fishing from VYar- 
mouth, lost 20,000 nets. 

The cost of replacement is esti- 
mated at $750,000.

nothing about a ‘‘selfish tariff pol- 
icy.’”’ This gradual decline in the 
barometer of resentment has served | 
a very excellent purpose and one 
which has caused much relief to 
American financial and industrial in- 
terests abroad—namely the apparent- 
ly complete collapse of what at one 
time was a very disquieting European 
movement to unite against American 
trade. 

The scheme was well under way 
when thirty-eight foreign nations 
filed protests with the American State 
Department against the proposed 
tariff bill. Its source of inspiration 
were trade organizations of France, 
and although it had no governmental 
connection, about a dozen Continental 
nations, acting through chambers of 
commerce and other recognized com- 
mercial groups, had tentatively lined 
up with the French business interests 
to work out some plan for withdraw- 
ing purchases from the United States 
and transferring this business to 
strictly European markets. 

The clever action of Thomas W. 
Lamont and other American business. 
leaders in checking the movement at 
the Amsterdam Congress of the In- 
ternational Chamber of Commerce 
last July did much to discourage the 
organizers of the boycott plan, but 
the deathblow was given by the 
Senate insurgents themselves when 
they sealed the fate of the tariff 
measure, 

American officials abroad whose 
duty it is to report the trend of busi- 
ness and political opinion in regard 
to the United States have been un- 
able to discover any real feeling 
avainst American industry as a 
whole at the present time. Of course,

Minister to Canada, Long in 
Diplomatic Service, Resigns 
and Will Retire. 








SECOND EXODUS IN WEEK 


Washington Thinks Withdrawals 
Show Need of Reorganizing 
the Service.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 13.—The resig- 
nation from the diplomatic service of 
William Phillips, Minister to Canada, 
former Under-Secretary of State ani 
one of the outstanding career men 
of the past quarter of a century, was 
announced today. 


the service has sustained within the 
past week, having been preceded by 
the resignation of John Van A. Mac- 
Murray, Minister to China, It was 
accepted with deepest regret by 
President Hoover, who urged Mr. 
Phillips to remain, and practically 
offered him any other post, but with- 
out avail. In announcing ‘‘with re- 
gret’’ the resignation, the State De- 
partment .said: 

‘The President was very reluctant 
to accept this resignation and asked 
Mr. Phillips whether he might care 
to accept another post in the service 
since his career as a diplomatic ofii- 
cer of the United States has been 
long and highly successful. To the 
President’s regret, Mr. Phillips feit 
that the time had come when he 
wished to bring up his children in 
the United States and he, therefore, 
felt himself unable to reconsider.”’ 

The appointment of Mr. Phillips on 
Feb. 17, 1927, as the first American 
Minister to Canada was considered a 
high compliment to that country and | 
was accepted as signifying the im- 
portance the United States attached 
to relations with Canada. } 


Accepted Lower Rank. 


To accept the offer Mr. Phillips} 
did the unusual in willingly resigninz | 
his office as Ambassador to Belgium | 
and accepting ’ lower grade of 
Minister that he might inaugurate 
the new diplomatic relationship wit» 
Canada. 

No definite time was set for the 
resignation to take effect, but it is 
expected that Mr. Phillips will leave 
Ottawa at an early date. His suc- 
cessor, according to the State De- 
partment, has not yet been consid- 








ered. 

Mr. Phillips’s home is in Boston. 
He was born in 1878 dnd was grad- 
uated from Harvard College in 1900. 
After attending the Harvard Law 
School for two years he became in 
1903 private secretary to the late Jo- 
seph H. Choate, Ambassador to Great 
Britain. 

In 1922 Mr. Phillips became Under- 
Secretary of State. and remained in 
that office until 1924, when he was 
appointed Ambassador to Belgium 
and Minister to Luxemburg.

If granted, the additional funds 
will be employed in bringing civilians 
into the Department as drafting offi- 
cers, to form a more or less perma- 
nent service. This would release a 


large number of foreign service offi- 
cers for detail to the field, where 
there are now more than 100 vancan- 
cies, due solely to shortage in per- 
sonnel. 

Under the Rogers act, which was 
sponsored by Secretary Hughes, the 
foreign service was reorganized, the 
diplomatic and consular branches 
were made interchangeable and in- 
creased salaries were provided. This 
gave a much needed improvement, 
but did not touch the organization of 
the State Department proper. 

Moreover, it created inequalities,

Berson de- 
clares he has not been able to col- 
lect the money although he knows 
Fay is worth several hundred thou- 
sand dollars. 

In an affidavit, Berson said that 
the court had issued an execution 
against Fay’s property on Feb. 7, 
1928, but that a deputy sheriff had 
reported failure to locate Fay. Morris 
Weiss, counsel for Berson, told the 
court that he believed the Sheriff's 
mer were afraid of Fay. Although 
he got several orders for the man’s 
arrest, he declared, the deputies al- 
ways returned with the statement 
that they could not find him. This 
despite the fact, the lawyer added. 
that Fay attended and testified at 
the recent hearings conducted by the 
State Attommey General’s office into 
Fay’s activities in the milk business. 
Berson’s claims against Fay were as- 
signed to him by Booth & Buckley, 
who held promissory notes against 
Fay, the lawyer said.

NEW CAMERA LENS 
IS EXHIBITED HERE 


H. D. Beach, the Inventor, Says 
It Combines Great Speed and 
Great Depth of Focas. 


A newly-perfected lens which may 
revolutionize certain phases of still 
photography was demonstrated last 
night at the Camera Club, 121 West 
Sixty-eighth Street, by its inventor, 
Howard D. Beach of Buffalo, pho- 
tographer and artist. Mr. Beach 
spoke at a weekly meeting of the 
club. 

“Pictures can be taken in duller 
weather and earlier and later in the 
day.’’ Mr. Beach explained. ‘A pic- 
ture that would require one twenty- 
fifth of a second’s exposure with an 
ordinary lens can be made in one 
two hundredth of a second with this 
lens, and at the same time a sharper 
definition would be secured.”’ 

By approaching the problem of the 
invention of his lens from ‘‘the art 
side rather than from the optical 
side, from the view of what was re- 
quired rather than from scientific 
theorizing,’’ Mr. Beach developed a 
lens in contradiction to an unwritten 
law of photography, ‘‘the larger the 
stop opening the less sharp the defi- 
nition.’”’ 

At present the lens is particularly 
valuable for studio and commercial 
work, the inventor said, but he ex- 
pected to apply it eventually to the 
camera of the man in the street.

George H. Sherwood, Dr. Clyde 
Fisher and Philip Pratt of the Mu- 
seum of Natural History and Pro- 
fessors Clifford Treleaven and S. H.

The need of a special technical 
staff, an admission that the effi- 
ciency of the Public Service Commis- | 
sion could be improved, the necessity 
of a more adequate rate base and!

In general Mr. Van Namee agreed 
with the proposals already submitted 
to the inquiry by Chairman William | 
A. Prendergast of the Public Ser-| 
vice Commission, and while ad- 
mitting that there was room for im-| 
provement he insisted that ‘‘there| 
has been a substantial measure of 
success in public utility regulation in| 
this State,’’ especially when the 
handicaps of a limited staff and| 
budgetary difficulties were taken | 
into consideration. 


Cites Rate Reductions. 


Mr. Van Namee summarized his 
conception of this success as follows: 
“Rates have been reasonable and 


have been steadily reduced during 
the last fifteen years, in spite of the 
fact that practically every item of 
cost that enters into the construc- 
tion and operation of all utilities 
has been increased; also profits have 
not been exhorbitant. 

“There is no exploitation in the | 
securities issues of the operating | 
utilities that come directly under the 
machinery of regulation. 

“The service to the public has been 
at all times adequate and sufficient.” 

In replying to a question by 
Coleone] William J. Donovan, coun- 
sel for the inquiry commission, as to 
whether he favored the establish- 
ment of a special technical bureau 
which would at all times keep close 
watch on the business and operation 
of public utilities, Mr. Van Namee 
declared that he favored such a 
bureau, provided it did not become 
“a snooping bureau.”’

The red and white currants used for Bar-le-Duc jams are 
selected with great care, and prepared for their life work 
by devoted hands which extract their seeds so painstakingly 
that no injury whatsoever is done to their dainty little 
rotundities. This state of affairs has been going on a long 
time. Indeed, the town of Bar-le-Duc has produced some 
of the most successful jams in history, 


Speaking of which, Joseph Billiard, a Prior of 
Jandeures, instructed his monks on January 28, 
1744, to send him 12 dozen jars of Bar-le- Duc 
jam. Ifthe currant jam should be unobtainable, 
they were to send raspberry. 


Victor Hugo, on visiting Bar-le-Duc, delivered 
himself of the opinion that the most remarkable 
thing about the city was this same delectable 
jam. The records, however, fail to disclose 
which flavor he preferred, 


On the eve of the Revolution the output was 
pretty tremendous, and the price from 7 to 8 
francs per dozen jars. In 1804 the price soared 
to 10 and 11 francs, and most of the jam was 
shipped to Paris. Now a considerable part of it 
comes to Macy’s, and the prices, though natu- 
rally more than they were in 1804, are nicely 
disciplined by Macy’s underselling policy.

AS WHITE SLAVERS 


Reinstein, Killed in Boston, Is 
One of Men Named in Con- 
spiracy Charges There. 


SIX WOMEN ARE ACCUSED 


Tuttle Says Authorities Here Have | 


Been Cooperating in Breaking 
Up Interstate Ring.

BOSTON, Nov. 13.—Samuel Rein- 
stein, shot and killed in the Hotel 
Huntington several weeks ago, was 
named as a while slave conspirator 
in two indictments returned by the 
Federal grand jury here today. The 
indictments charge. half a dozen 


women and five men other than} 


Reinstein with conspiracy. 

The true bills were returned after 
an investigation lasting several 
weeks, in which alleged white slave 
victims told their stories and Federal 
operatives offered evidence. 

The activities of Federal agents 
caused the closing of many disorder- 
ly houses and a general flight of 
alleged white slavers from New 
England. 

Named in the indictments 
Reinstein. Mrs. Rose Nestant, 
Stein, Anna Stein, Polly Levene and 


Martin of Pottsville, Pa., Morris 
Schwartz, Morris Stein, Louis Stein 
and Joseph Levine of Boston and 
Harry Malaga of Easton, Pa. 


It is charged that the group con- 
spired at Easton, Pa., on Dec. 1, 
1928, to transport women and girls 
from one State to another for im- 
moral purposes. . 

The tndictment naming Reinstein 
and Louis and Anna Stein as defen- 
dants charges that the three con- 
spired in June, 1929, in New York 
City, to violate the white slave act 
and that Reinstein furnished trans- 
portation for Margaret Wheeler from 
New York to Boston. Soon after- 
ward he was shot from ambush and 
killed while entering the hotel.

“A complaint recently filed hy the 
State of New Jersey with the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission attacks 
the rate structure which. for over 
half a century, has been in operation 
at the Port of New bey ge 
ef the change proposed by that com- 
plaint one be substantially to in- 
crease the disadvantage under which 
the New York State side of the Port 
of New York stands in competition 
with the ports of Philadelphia, Ba!ti- 
more and Noarfolk. 

“While the complaint has beei 
filed by the Attorney General of the 
State of New Jersey, he_ has seen 
fit to empley Mr. John J. Hickey, 
formerly connected with the Inter- 
state Commeree Commission, and, 
Mr. William §. Bronson, Interstate | 
Commerce Counsel for certain rail- 
roads for a number of years, to han- 
dle the case before the Commission. 

“The procedure before the commis-

Disappointed in First Love. 


‘Princess Vicky,’’ as she was pop- 
ularly known to her entourage in her 
later girlhood days, first fluttered 


the dovecotes of European diplomacy 
in the middle ’80s, when she had 


her heart set on marrying Prince | 


Alexandre of Battenberg, who later 
became Prince of Builgaria—a _ ro- 


mance which sprang from a love | 


at first sight. It was scotched by 
Prince Bismarck and Queen Vic- 
toria, who feared the union would 


incur the wrath of Czar Alexander | 


III of Russia. 

Princess Victoria survived the de- 
feat of her first love adventure, and 
in November, 1890, married Prince 
Adolf of Schaumburg-Lippe, a some- 
what debonair and bohemian type 
of the lesser German crowned heads 
of that period. Temperamentally 
they were well mated, and the 


Palais Schaumburg in Bonn, during | 


the life of the Prince, became the 
Rhineland centre of social activities 
of German court circles, in which 
the former Kaiser William also free- 
ly participated. 

When Prince Adolf died, in July, 
1918, ‘‘Princess Vicky’”’ continued her | 


residence at Bonn, although she kept | 


completely out of society until the | 
athletic looking 23-year-old Russian | 
emigrant Alexandre Subkoff drifted | 
into her lonely ken. 


Wrote of Him in Diary. 


Of her first meeting with him she 
records in her diary: ‘‘Baron Sub- 


koff was here for dinner. He ap-| 
pears to be a most a re term 
man—slender, dark and good-look- 
ing. He is very intelligent, and I| 
shall continue to invite him.” | 

The diary from then on continues | 
to reveal further emotions: ‘‘Baron | 
Subkoff came today and we played | 
tennis.

He strikes me as an} 
ideal companion for a lady, and T| 
have an impression that he is also 
fond of me. I wish there were more 
folks about the place, as I would not 
then feel myself quite so lonesome.

Marriage Brought Tragedy. 


The concluding act in the tragedy 
of this restless Hohenzollern Prin- 


cess began with her marriage at the 
age of 61 to the dissolute young Rus- 
sian wayfarer on Nov. 21, 1927. The 
ceremony was performed according 
to the rites of the Greek Orthodox 
Church in the Princess’ own palace, 
and within a few months her 
“Sascha’’ (she had presented him 
with a motorcycle) was spending his 
nights and her money along the 
amusement highways that flank the 
Rhine. 

What was left of a fortune once es- 
timated at 12,000,000 marks ($2,880,- 
000) was rapidly being consumed in 
covering his overdrafts, paying for 
his nocturnal escapades, in addition 
to which the Princess was being 
brazenly victimized by alleged legal 
advisers, who proved to be Subkoff’s 
confederates, 

Subkoff was finally expelled from 
Germany as an undesirable alien and 
a public nuisance, permitting the 
Princess, in the solitude of her fire- 
side, to contemplate an almost de- 
pleted exchequer and a clamorous 
army of tradesmen who had reposed 
undue faith in her financial re- 
sources. She was adjudged bank- 
rupt, and the contents of her palace, 
comprising a venerable assortment 
of Hohenzollern plate and art ob- 
jects, were auctioned off less than 
@ month ago to meet her liabilities. 
They brought approximately 700,000 
marks ($168,000), while her debts to- 
taled about 1,000,000 marks, 

The Princess moved into a humble 
pension near by, where she started 
on a life of spartan simplicity and 
severity. A week ago she was seized 
with an inflammation of the throat, 
which she apparently neglected. As 
her condition became worse, she was 


hastily removed to a nursing home, | 


where she failed rapidly. 

Among the Hohenzollern relatives 
who visited her in her last hours was 
her sister, Margarete, Landgravine 
of Hesse, and her husband, Friedrich 
rl. The former Kaiser made

10,766,351 Vehicles Used Tubes | 
in Second Year, Joint 
Report Announces.

Gross Revenue Up 22%—Project | 
Will Pay for Itself “Well Within 
10 Years,” Statement Says. 





A total of 10,766,351 vehicles used | 
the Holland Vehicular Tunnel be-| 
tween New York and New Jersey | 
during the second year of its opera- | 
tion, showing an increase of 26 per 
cent over the figure of 8,517,689 the | 
first year, it was announced yesier- | 
day, on the second anniversary of | 
the opening of the tubes, Up to mid- 
night on Tuesday, which marked the | 
end of the second year, 19,284,040! 


venicles had passed through the tun- 
its opening, bringing a 
gross revenue of $10,468,064.29. 

“This rapid ‘ncrease in the volume | 
of traffic and the substantial in- 
crease in income over the original | 
estimates made before the com-| 
mencement of the construction dem-| 
onstrate that the tunnel will pay for 
itself well within ten years of opera- | 
tion,’”’ it was declared im a statement | 
issued at the offices of the New York 
State Bridge and Tunnel Commission 
and the New Jersey Holland Tunnel | 
Commission at Canal and Varick 
The statement was issued | 
jointly by General George R, Dyer | 
and Theodore Boettger, chairmen, re- | 
spectively, of the New York and New| 
Jersey commigsicns. 

The gross revenue during the sec- | 
ond year of operation was shown to} 
be $5,767,862.92, an increase of 22.7} 
p2: cent over the revenue of $4,700,- | 
201.37 for the first year. After the| 
expenses of maintenance and opera- 
tion have been paid, the remainder | 
of this sum is divided equally be-| 
tween the two States. The share of | 
New York State is paid out accord- | 
ing to appropriations for specific pur- | 
poses by the Legislature. New Jer- 
sey’s share goes to the Sinking Fund | 
Commission for the State highway | 
extension bonds, out of the procceds | 
of which the New Jersey share of | 
the tunnel construction cost was| 
largely met. 

Of the 10,766,351 vehicles using the | 
tunnel during the second year, the | 
statement showed that nearly four- | 
fifths, or 8,446,049, were automobiles, ! 
330,506 were buses and 21,864 motor- 
cycles. The remaining 1,967,932 vehi- | 
cles were mostly trucks. 

The greatest advance was shown in | 
the use of the tubes by buses. Sixty per 
cent more used the tunnel than dur- 
ing the first year. Tunnel authori- | 
ties ascribe this growth to the fact 
that before the opening of the tunnel | 
there were few interstate bus lines 
in service. 

August of this year was the record 
month in the operation of the tunnel, 
according to figures in the commis- 
sion’s offices. In that month 1,110,- 
336 vehicles used the tubes, paying | 
$607,176. October showed the great- | 
est number of trucks, however, 183,- | 


in that month, paying $126,418. 

The number of vehicles was more 
than 1,000,000 in each of the four | 
months of June, July, August and 
In three of 
these. months, June, August and Sep- 
tember, the revenue from automo- 
biles alone was greater than the total 
revenue for the corresponding months 
in 1928. 

Tunnel officials pointed out that 
more than 19,000,000 cars had used 
the tubes without a single fatal acci- 
dent. They declared that this num- 
ber equaled nearly two-thirds of the 
33,000,000 automobiles in the United 
States.

‘YOUTH CALLED RINGLEADER

OSSINING, N. Y., Nov. 13.—A jail- 
reak at Sing Sing that might have 
rivaled in its terrorism the Auburn 
Prison mutiny last Summer has been 
thwarted, Warden Lewis E. Lawes 
announced today. 
| If a tip to the prison officials had 
| not caused them to uncover the plot, 
| the lights in the old stone cell block 
might have been extinguished some 
night this week or next, every cell 
door unlocked in the confusion and 
under the cover of darkness, and 
some 200 hardened criminals of the 
“observation company” released. In 
the ensuing riot, provided the other 
prisoners succumbed to the tempta- 
tion, the plotters counted on escap- 
ing. 

Foiled in their plans, the ringleader 
and his two chief aides, one of them 
with a_ series of killings on his 
|record, are segregated today in the 
Sing Sing death house, the first pris- 
oners to be lodged within its im- 
|pregnable confines who have not 
| been doomed to the electric chair. A 
;}fourth convict has been sent to 
Clinton Prison at Dannemora and 
three others suspected as conspira- 
|'tors are being watched. 


Gun Smuggling a Possibility, 


The possibility that the smuggling

;scheme is being investigated by 
Warden Lawes. There is a chance 
even now that one revolver may bs 
secreted about the prison. The 


warden does not believe it has 
| Slipped through the barriers, but he 
is taking no chances. Cells. shops 
|and grounds are being examined. 
Following the tip, or “wire” as it 
is called in prison parlance, Mr. 
| Lawes began investigating the plot a 
week ago. The search revealed a 
letter in the handwriting of Roy 
| Sloane, 24-year-old prisoner from 
Westchester and an expert in locks, 
showing a draftsman’s design of im- 
| plements to be used in the escape. 
| The letter was in the cell occupied 
| by Walter Frelig. 
The prison officials also discovered 
| two specially fashioned steel tools 
made to fit into one another and in- 
| tended to be inserted in the panel 
| box where the electric current en- 
| ters the cell block to cause a short 
}circuit and put out the = electric 
| lights. The contrivance, about six 
jinches long, was hidden in the 
} power house.

The Italian rider was 
fairly and squarely defeated, and the 
verdict was evident to all who 
scored the event before the an- 
nouncement of the winner was made.

Intensely Partisan Crowd.

PREMIERS RS.OFFER AID 


TO NEWSPRINT PACT) 


Quebec and Ontario Officials 
Ready to Assist Companies 
if Help Is Needed. 


Special to The New York Times. 

MONTREAL, Que., Nov. 13.—The 
Premiers of the Provinces of Quebec 
and Ontario have offered their as- 
sistance to the pulp and paper com- 
panies, in case their offices should 
be needed by the companies in their 
efforts to arrive at a new agreement 
or to continue the present arrange- 
ment, which expires at the end of 
this year, Premier Taschereau of 
Quebec announced today, following 
a conference with Premier Ferguson 
and manufacturers. 

Mr. Taschereau explained that the 
existing agreement had worked to 
stabilize conditions in the paper in- 
dustry. 

“They may not need our help,’’ Mr. 
Taschereau said. ‘‘The newsprint in- 
dustry in the Provinces of Quebec 
and Ontario has operated pei | the 
last year on a basis of about 85 per 
cent of capacity, and it has been an- 
nounced that consumption has in- 
creased crprossmeately, bv 12 per cent 
during the year, so that it can bé 
seen that the situation has been 
greatly stabilized. 

“It is not expected that consump- 
tion of newsprint will increase ma- 
terially in Canada, for it is said that 
newspapers have attained, for the 
most part, their limit of development 
as regards the number of pages. It 
must not be forgotten that radio has 
become a medium of publicity and/| 


that manufacturers employ it in| 


many cases.’ 
Premier Ferguson, in an interview, 
stressed the value of cooperation be- 
tween the provinces. 
“J have followed the practice of 


meeting Premier Taschereau occa-| 


sionally in order to work out plans 
for the cooperation of both provinces. 
‘“‘We discussed and reached conclu- 
sions on the paper industry. We 
have done a great deal of work in 
the unification of many of the prov- 
inces’ laws, game laws, succession 
duties and in many other ways.’

WEATHER GOOD FOR WHEAT. 


Cotton Crop Is Reported Damaged 
in Some Sections, 


The weekly weather report issued | 


yesterday by the government follows: 


In the Western cotton belt, especially in 
Okiahoma, the week was cloudy and wet 
and very little cotton was picked with con- 
siderable complaint of damaged staple. 

It was also unfavorable for picking in 
Northern Texas and there were some com- 
plaints of boils rotting. 

In Arkansas, where considerable cotton 
remains in the fields on the east and north- 
east, showers interrupted. In the nortuern 
portions of the belt east of the Mississippi 
River, especially the Atlantic area, the 
week was mostly favorable, though in cen- 
tral sections there were some interruptions 
by rain.
